Smith Says Trust Owns 75 Per 
Cent of All Lake District 
Deposits of Metals. 


GIVES HISTORY OF MERGER 


Tells Taft Restriction of Compe- 
tition Is Main Object Sought 
in the Move. 


MUCH “WATER” IN THE STOCK 


Washington. D. C., June 30.—Restriction of 
competition is declared to have been the main 


Steel corporation, which, capitalized at 
$1,402.000,000, had property worth only 8682, 
000.000. ) 

The corporation, “having concentrated its 
efforts to obtain ore properties; now owns 


pfesent steel industry is based. 

These are some of the conclusions reached 
in the long expected report of Commissioner 
of Corporations Herbert Knox Smith on the 
steel industry, part 1 of which wasisubmitted 
to the president today. 


Describes Evasion of Contest. 

Discussing in detail how the impending 
struggle of the giants was averted almost 
over night by the formation of the great 
combination of combinations, taking in 250 
subsidiary companies controlling 60 per cent 
of the total crude and finished steel produc- 
tion of the country, the report says: 

“ Until 1898 the bulk of the business was 
distributed among a considerable number 
of concerns. There was sharp competition, 
modified by frequent pools of greater or 
less duration and effectiveness. 

Then came an era of great combinations. 
the report continues, with capitalizations 
ranging from enn to 100,000,000, 
mergers of Meer Smaller companies, which. 
instead of eliminating competition, threat- 
ened to bring price cutting on a larger scale 
than ever before. 


Three Great Combines Formed. 

In 1899-1900 there were three great com- 
panies—the Carnegie company, Federal Steel 
and National Steel—dominating the produc- 
tion of crude and semi-finished products, and 
six concerns—the American Steel and Wire, 
American Tin Plate, American Steel Hoop, 
American Sheet Steel, National Tube, and 
American Bridge—controlling the lighter fin- 
ished products. 

This was the period when the “ struggle 
of the giants "’ was impending and when the 
(formation of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion was conceived and brought about. 

All nine of the companies named were com 
bined, and later the Union Steel company, tha 
Clairton Steel company, and, in 1907, thé 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad company 
were taken over. The promoting syndicate 
putting the deal through netted $62,500,000 
in cash. 


Dividends Higher than Shown. 

During the ten years of its operation, the 
wport says, the steel trust has paid average 
annual profits of 12 per cent on the money 
invested. In this connection attention is 
called to the fact that a considerable part of 
the investment is in undeveloped or unworked 
properties, showing that dividends from pay- 
ing properties must be much larger than 
the average would indi- te ‘ 

Insisting upon cemputing profits upon a 
tangible property value basis, the report says 
that the steel corporation, in defending its 
book valuatioh, undoubtedly would claim 
that there was a ‘‘ merger value. As to this, 
the commissioner says: 

“It is probably true lat the various prop- 
erties acquired by the steel corporation, 
taken together with the organization of 
this company as a going concern, do havea 
value in excess of the sum of their values 
as separate entities: The cotrdination and 
integration made possible by the combination 
of such properties under a single control un- 
doubtedly tend to reduce costs either through 
economies or through removing the necessity 
of paying profits to others. 


Monopoly Aids Earning Power. 
“ Further, in so far as the concentration of 


cern gives to it a monopolistic power over 
prices and production, this may result in an 
increase in its earning power and conse- 
quently in an increase in its value as a going 
concern. This involves, however, the re- 
duction of actual or potential competition. 

“To allow a single company, which has 
secured the bulk of a given industry, credit 
for such merger value as a basis on which 
to earn profits raises, therefore, a question 
of far reaching public policy. To regard a 
valuation so arrived at justifying such 
profits under these conditions would be rea- 
soning in a Circle, because the real ques- 
tion is whether the profits themselves, used 
to determine the capitalization, were reason- 
able.” 

Since the corporation has been directing 
its efforts toward acquiring and extending 
complete control. over ore properties, its 
percentage of production has decreased. As 
against 60 per cent of all crude and finished 
production in 1901, says the report, the cor- 
poration now has not much over 50 per cent, 
indicating conclusively the continuous pres- 
ence of strong and increasing independent 
production.” 

Gary Dinners Cut Competition. 

The commissioner finds that competitior, 
so far as prices are concerned, has been 
modified by the policy of “ codperation in- 
augurated at the “Gary dinners,” about 
which so much hes been said before the con- 
gressiona! steel investigating committee. 

The present. valuation of the combine’s tan- 
gible property is placed at $1,178,000,000. as 
against $1,468,000,000 outstanding securities, 
an increase of about $487.000,000 in property,

Noted. Biologist Says They 
Learn Much Alike; Tells 
of Experiments. 


EXPLODES MANY NOTIONS 


BANG! GO OLD THEORIES. | 


Animals, perhaps babies, learn as. 
quickly through fear of punishment as 
through hope of reward. 

Chickens don’t know bow to peck when 
they come out of the shell; they have to 
learn. 

Ducks can’t drink skiliful/y at the first 
attempt; they learn by trying 

Monkey's don't learn by imitation; they 
won't learn to do the simplest things 
shown them. 

— From the experiments of Prof. John B. 
Watson. 


Laboratory experiments in the psychology 
of the orang-outang and the chimpanzee 
may enable the world to revise ite methods 
of teaching children in the light of exact 
science, according to Prof. John B. Watson 
of Johns Hopkins university. 

Prof. Watson told in a lecture on Ani- 
mal Psychology at the University of Chi- 
cago yesterday of simple experiments with 
white rats which already hint at the solu- 
tion of much debated educational probiems. 


Says, “Chicks Don’t Peck.” 
Incidentally, Prof. ‘Watson exploded the 
popular notion that young chickens know 
how to peck as soon as they come out of 
the shell and that ducks can drink without 


having to learn. 
„We have found in the laboratory that 


the first attempts at drinking or pecking 
result in a large percentage of failures,” he 
said. ‘‘The animal gradually learns how 
to perform these operations by trying and 
failing and trying again.” 

One series of experiments performed unger 
Prof. Watson's direction was aimed at the 
ond question whether the fear of punish- 
ment or the hope of reward is the stronger 
motive. The answer is: both.” 


Tries Fear vs. Reward Experiments. 
“In à series of 600 experiments with each 
motive,” Prof. Watson said, followed by a 
series of 600 with the two motives combined 
we used a problem box” This was so ar- 
ranged that a rat entering the box might 
choose between going down a passage fllum- 
inated through a ground glass with a cix- 
teen candle power electric bulb or down ome 
muminated by a two candle power bulb. 
In the first series the rats were rewarded 
with food whenever they chose the passage 
leading to the light we had determined on. 
The result was that the rats succeeded in 60 
per cent of the cases. In the next series we 
punished the rats which chosé the wrong 
light. They registered Oper cent of suc- 
cesses. In the final series we rewarded the 
rats which succeeded and punished those 
which failed. The result was that they 
learned their lessons perfectly and we marked 


them 100 per cent. 

Slow Learning Makes Rats Wise. 

Other experiments were dtrected to decide 
whether the animals learned faster when 
they did a problem five times a day than 
when they did it only three times a day. 
The animals which practiced only three times 
a day succeeded best, while those which prac- 
ticed only once a day far exceeded the others 
12 Watson said that ee

„I bave had no success in teaching mon- 
keys to do things by showing them how, I 
experimented for two or three years in the 
hope of teaching some of them to use & 
rake to reach food which had been 
outside the bars of their cages, but they 
seemed incapable of learning the trick.

Kenneth Linn, Said to Be Chicagoan, 


Victim of Baseball Injury, Vanishes 
in East—$1,000 Reward for Return. 


Cotuit, Mass., June 30.—[Special.)—Ken- 
neth Linn, whose home is said to be in Chi- 
cago, his widowed mother, and a trained 
nurse, R L. Sawyer, arrived here last even- 
ing. Fatigued by the journey, they retired 
early. Linn, who is 20 years old and has been 
an invalid about a year, disappeared from, 
hig room a short time later during the tem- 
porary absence of Sawyer. Apparently, in 
hig night clothing, he had climbed dowr'the 
waterspout to the lawn. 

A thorough search was made for him and at 
dusk today it was discovered that the sailboat 
Water Witch was missing. Soon after a fish- 
erman reported having seen an overturned 
boat far out on the ocean. It is supposed the 
youth committed suicide, but there is a possi- 
bility that he was picked up at sea. A rumor 
current tonight is that he was rescued by a 
steamer from Portland bound for New York.

SAYS HE’S HEIR TO $300,000,000 


Joliet Man Hears Wonderful Story of 
Family Wealth from Alleged 
Relative in Chicago. 


On the strength of a story told to him by 
a man who represented himself as Joseph 
Hermes, a mill and steel tester of Chicago, 
Peter Hermes, a retired mill man of Jo- 
liet, is hoping that be will get a share of 
$300,000,000. This money, according to the 
Chicago man, who claims relationship to 
the Jollet Hermes, is to be distributed by 
the French government to the héirs of George 
Hermes, who was a diamond merchant of 
Germany, and who, according to the same 
authority, loaned Louis XV. $60,000,000 -to 
build a navy. The difference in the amounts 
represents interest to date at 3 per cent.

ROB FAST TRAIN 
OUTSIDE ERIE, PA. 


Masked Men Place Obstacles 
on Track and Rifle Mail 
and Express Cars. 


NEARLY 100 SHOTS FIRED. 


Erie, Pa., June 30.—A fast mail and passen- _ 
ger train on the Philadelphia. and Erie rail- 
road was held up tonight five miles fram this 
city by a band of a dozen masked men. 

The mail and express cars were rifled and 
three of the crew, C. H. Block of Erie, mail 
clerk, H. D. Rooney, Erie, conductom and C. 
F. Bemis, a brakeman, were injured. Block 
was shot in the right side and was taken to 
a hospital. He probably will die. Rooney 
was struck by a stone thrown by one of the 
robbers. Bemis was shot in the arm. 

Within a few moments after word of the 
holdup was received here every officer in 
the city was called into action. Many of 
them boarded a special train for the scéne, 
while others were taken there in automobiles 
and other conveyances. 

Late tonight the surrounding country was 
dotted with men and lanterns searching for 
the robbers and contents of mail bags and 
valuable packages taken from the tagin. . 


Held on Sharp Curve. 

The holdup occurred on the sharpest curve 
on the division and at one of the most de- 
serted places. Dispatchers at the division 
office here received a report at 10 o'clock 
that the train had passed Belle Valley, the 
last telegraph station before this city. The 
train then was on time and due here ten 
minutes later. At 11 o’clock a weak voice 
called by telephone and sald: 

“ We've been robbed, we've been robbed. 
Maybe lots are shot.“ 

It was the report of Conductor Rooney to 
the officials and their first intimation of the 
robbery. 

As the train was rounding the curve the en- 
gineer saw an obstruction ahead. He stopped 
the train, but not before it crashed into ties 
and telegraph poles that had been placed 


When the train struck the obstruction it 
was first believed by the passengers that 
there had been a collision with another train. 
The next moment, however, the crack of 
revolvers acquainted them with the real 
cause of the train’s stop. 


Brakeman Bemis Shot. 

Bemis, the brakeman, rushed from one 
of the coaches into the mail car. He had 
no more than reached the door when he fell 
with a bullet through his arm. The robbers 
then kicked Bemis out of the car. 

Conductor Rooney fired four shots at the 
men, all the cartridges he had in his revolver, 
without any apparent effect. One of the 
bandits hurled a stone at Rooney. It struck 
him and he dropped. Later he recovered and 
made his way to a telephone, one mile from 
the robbery. where he reported the holdup. 

With all the members of the crew either in- 
jured or under guard, the robbers rifled the 
cars. 


Shots Cause a Stampede. 

As the train came to a standstill several of 
the passengers alighted to ascertain the 
trouble. Their presence drew the fire of 
the masked men and there was a stampede 
to reténter the cars. 

A passenger, whose name was not learned, 
caught hold of one of the robbers, but was 
picked up bodily and thrown over a 300 foot 
embankment. 

Almost before the train had reached the ob- 
struction, the masked band had taken up 
their position at practically every entrance 
to the cars. When the passengers began 
pouring from the track there was a few sharp 
cries from the men to get back into the cars. 
When a number of the excited passengers 
failed to take this advice the bandits opened 
fire. They shot along the sides of the cars, 
level with the windows, and this effectively 
put an end to the curiosity of the passengers. 


Within the cars there Was a panic. A num- 
ber of women fainted, while the screams of 


ethers caused much confusion.

Judges Outline Plans. 


$3,000 SALARY FOR CHIEF. 


Newspaper Man Said to Be Choice of 
Jurists for This Job. 


Nine rules governing adult probation were 
adopted yesterday at a joint meeting of cir- 
cuit and municipal court judges in the as- 
sembly room of the Municipal court. The 
rules outline the duties of the chief and other 
probation officers and fix théir bonds re- 
spectively at $5,000 and $1,000.. 

The salaries have not been fixed, but $38,000 
has been mentioned.as that of the chief. The 
judges will appoint the officers, and it is ex- 
pected that the first appointments will m- 
clude a chief and five assistants. Names of 
applicants were kept secret, but it was ad- 
mitted that there had been several, and it 
was said that a newspaper man was favored 
fér the position of chief. 

If the rules adopted are followed probation 
records will not be court records. One para- 
graph of rule 6 says: 

Records shall be open to inspection by 
any judge or probation officer pursuant to 
order of court, but shall not be a public 
record, and its contents shall not be divulged 
otherwise than as above provided, except 
under order of court. 

All applications for release on probation 
must be in writing. The application must 
state the financial condition’ of the person 
and must set forth the relationship, ages, and 
conditions of those dependent upon him for 
support, maintenance, and education.

BLAXED FOR’ EPIDEMIC, 


Englewood Caves Traced to Her; County 
to Take Action. ) 


Typhoid Rosie—the double of “ Typhoid 
Mary” of New York, who, although strong, 
ruddy, and apparently healthy, carried ty- 
phoid fever into every family by whow she 
was employed and who finally was iso'ated 
on an island to prevent her spreading dis- 
ease germs—has been found in Chicago. She 
is Rose Boerema, 20 years old, a farmers 
daughter, living at One Hundred and Elev- 
enth street ahd Kedzie avenue. 

According to Acting Health Commissioner 
Gottfried Koehler, typhoid 8 that had 
remained dormant for three years in the 
person of Miss Boersma are responsible for 
an epidemic of the fever in Englewood. 


Works in Dairy, Spreads Germs. 

There has been typhoid in the Boersma 
family ever since she was taken ill in 1908. 
Her father. two brothers, and a sister, Alice, 
became affected. Alice died. 

Dr. Koehler told Miss Boersma’s mother 
yesterday that when the young woman 
washed cans from which milk was sold in 
Chleago, disease germs were transmitted to 
consumers. As a result of the discovery 
Rose will be taken to the county hospital and 
given treatment in the hope of exterminat- 
ing. the death dealing bacilli she is said to 
carry. 

Trace Thirty-four Cases. 

Five new. cases of typhoid fever developed 
in Englewood on Monday, bringing the total 
up tothirty-four. It was found thet all these 
families have received their milk through a 
dealer who gets it from the Boersma farm. 

Boersma denies that the typhoid epidemic 
is due to his daughter or the milk he sells. 
He attributes it to an open sewer in the 
vicinity which drains two cemeteries.

MR. HINES—I take, as a rule, the Inter 
Ocean, and since this matter came up I 
have been taking all the papers in Chicago— 
that is, Ihave not. My wife has been taking 
them all; I do not real them all. 

MR. MARBLE—I will show you the Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean of Thursday morning, April 
27. On the second page of that paper is an 
article headed Hines Again Denies Lorimer 
Charges.” I ask you whether you were 
shown that article at or about the time it was 
published?

EXPRESS RATES REDUGED 
THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY. 
Interstate Board Notified New Tariff 


Will Go Into Effect on Aug. 1— 
General Cut 50 Per Cent. 


Washington, D. C., June do. - Members of 
the interstate commerce commission were 
surprised today when packages were deliv- 
ered to them containing new tariffs from all 
the express companies in the United States.

| A story of this nature, having for its pur- 
bose the presentation of a great character, and 
set to the tragie note, must of necessity place 
the idea before the action. Its unity is the 
unity. of abstract, not of concrete things. Mr. 
Phillpotts’ produces his result by the exposition 
of endless trivialities. All the mean and 
squalid incidents of a life of abject poverty, 
' intensified by intemperance, licentiousness, and 
brutal selfishness, are brought forward, and 
against this background the figure of his 
woman, Alison Cleave, rises in heroic propor- 
tions. Her husband, a braggart; idler, and 
egotist, condescends to her while she supports 
him; her eldest son betrays the girl who loves 
him, and sinks into a shameful life; her favor- 
ite son is killed in the Boer war; her eldest 
daughter is without sympathy for her, her 
second daughter is a cripple; her best friend 
becomes the mistress of her husband. Yet her 
love proves indestructible, and when she is at 
last extinguished beneath the waters of a 
spate the reader feels a certain incredulity 
concerning it. Perhaps one reason for this in- 
credulity may He in the seeming senselessness 
ot the conclusion. It might have been better 
for the story if Alison could have had some 
final hour of spiritual glory. The termination 
of her life at a moment in all respects inop- 
portune and undramatic conveys a subtle of- 
tense. It would be difficult to tell why the 
reader resents the form the tragedy takes, but 
there is no getting away from the fact that 
the termination is disturbing and dramatically 
unsatisfactory. | 
Mr. Phillpotts has written a curious intro- 
ductory chapter to his book in rhythmic prose. 
The theme is mythologic, the moral philo- 
sophie, ‘the purpose the preparation of the 
reader's mind for the character of Alison 
Cleave. It is not essential to the tale, perhaps, 
yet it certainly assists the reader to receive 
the symphonic meanings of this tragic tale—it 
is the prelude, in which the themes are indi- 
cated to the educated ear. 
Not the least enjoyable portions of the book 
are the discussions at the tavern by the men 
of the neighborhood. Here is heard much lib- 
eral debate, in which the author contrives to 
vent some of his own ideas, it may be sur- 
mised, along with the views of his characters. 
Mr. Phillpotts has a perfect willingness to 
discuss fundamental matters when the occa- 
He is aware that no one can 
take more than a step or two in psychology 
Without coming upon sex, and he is unabashed 
before the great questions that arise in this 
connection. But frank, confident, and uncon- 
ventional though he is, he at no time sinks to 
pruriency. .He has no love of filthiness: but a 
true recognition of the forces of nature. And 
nature, it appears, assumes no disguises in 
Dartmoor. Her aspects and moods are easily 
recognizable. Indeed, Mr: Phillpotts uses his 
Dartmoor as the little model of the world, and 
the catholicity of his tale is its strongest 
recommendation. There is now and then some- 
thing which, for want of a better word, may 
be termed Shakspearean in his descriptions of 
men and moods. 
The reputation which this novelist has bullt 
up for himself is unusual in character. He ts 
more comparable, perhaps, to Thomas Hardy 
Like Hardy, he 
seems to be of the very soil; like him, he de- 
lights in appraising the richness and fecundity 
of nature, and in facing her tragedies, and 
offering without palliation the sins of the 
world with as much unction as if they were 
virtues. A Nietzschean quotation which he has 
employed as a text explains this point of view. 
Everything is so absolutely bound and re- 
lated to everything else in the real world,” 
runs the excerpt, “that to condemn, or to 
think away anything, means to condemn and 
think away the whole. The words this should 
not be,’ ‘this ought not to be,’ are a farce. If 
one imagines the consequences, one would ruin 
the very source of life by suppressing every- 
thing which is in any sense whatever danger- 
ous or destructive.” 
Mr. Phillpots has, emphatically, dug deep in 


and she worked on it continually till 1899. 
She was then living in Johannesburg, but 
owing to ill health was obliged to leave that 
low country, and she left her manuscript be- 
hind her at home. She had been gone scarce- 
ly two months when the Boer war broke out, 
and the military authorities refused to allow 
her to return to her home or to communicate 
with any one there. When the British troops 
entered Johannesburg a friend on the British 
side, who had been Allowed to go to her house 
to look for the manuscript, found that the 
house had been looted, her desk broken open, 
and its contents burned. Thus the labor of 
years had been destroyed. Some time later, 
when confined’ in an up-country hamlet, with 
the war still raging around her, to divert her 
mind she began writing her magnum opus, 
“Woman and Labor,” a remembrance of a part 
of the manuscript that had been destroyed. 

She says that armed guards stood at her 
windows, so that she could not open the shut- 
ters, and the light came through only in small 
streaks, but she wrote, though almost in the 
dark, and finished the book, “WOMAN AND 
LABOR,” that the F. A. Stokes company will 
publish immediately. In the introduction to 
this book the writer tells how.it came to be 
written. The original title was “ Musings. on 
Woman and Labor.” From years of obserya- 
tion, particularly of birds, as she wandered 
alone in the African bush “and watched cock- 
o-veets singing their interknit love songs, and 
small singing birds building their nests to- 
gether and caring for and watching over not 
only their young But each other, and which 
has powerfully influenced all I have thought 
and felt on sex matters since; the fact that 
along the line of bird life and among certain 
of its species sex has attained its highest and 
esthetic, and one might also say intellectual.

“That the women of no race or class will ever 
rise in revolt or attempt to bring about à rev- 
olutionary readjustment of their relation to 
their society, however intense their suffering 
and however clear their perception of it, while 
the welfare and persistence of their society re- 
quires their submission; that wherever there is 
a general attempt on the part of the women of 
any society to readjust their positior n it, a 
close analysis will always show that the 
changed or changing conditions of that society 
have made woman’s acquiescence no longer 
necessary or 1 From this she went 
on to deal in Ber writing with what is more 
popularly known as the Woman's Question,” 
with the causes which in modern European 
societies dre leading women to attempt read- 
justment in relation to their social organism; 
with the direction in which such readjustments 
are taking place, and with the results wihewuwu 
in the future it appears likely such readjust 
ments will produce. 4 |

stroyed Olive Schreiner’s original manuscript 
was not a good thing, for the reason that if 
she had had that manuscript she probably 
would have published it in its entirety and 
would have made too big a book, The present 
work is more concise; it is written with riper 
judgment and is much more likely to be read 
by the people that the author wants to have it 
read by than if. it had been more veluminous. 
Furthermore, it comes at a most opportune 
time. If it had been published ten years ago 
it would not have attracted half the attention 
question is the burning one of the hour.

A cherry. pie is one of 
nature's compensations for summer, and a 
eopsumer who sits down to give his close 
attention to it is able to forget or forgive 
the condition of things revealed by the ther- 
mometer, but the cherries, whose good red 
mies ought to be struggling for escape 
from the restraint of dough in which the 
house wire s skill has imprisoned them, hang 
a8 feasts for the robins. . 

This may meet the bird notion of a perfect 
method of disposing of a perfect fruit, but 
from the viewpoint of the unfeathered bi- 
peds of city life it is a plain case of a lost 
blessing. No doubt the happy. humans who 
live on the farms are gorging themselves 
with gushing pie, but city folk may only 
lament. 

THE FARMERS AND RECIPROCITY. 

To learn what the farmers think of reci- 
procity with Canada one should go among 
them and talk to them. That is what 
President Wheeler of the University of 
California has done. He has taken a trip 
of several thousand miles along the north- 
ern boundary of the United States. He 
discussed reciprocity. with the men he met 
and was surprised to learn how slight was 
the opposition to it. The farmers to whom 
he taiked while journeying through exten- 
sive agricultural regions were for it. The 
conclusion he reached was that the lumber 
interests are the only ones actually organ- 

 4ged in opposition to reciprocity. | 
One can easily believe that. The lum- 
ber interests fought to the best of their 
ability the reduced lumber duty of the 
_ Payne-Aldrich tariff act. ‘They are against 
reciprocity because it would give the farm- 
ers cheaper lumber. They would not make 
so much money out of the men whose 
friends they pretend to. be. | 

President Wheeler went among the farm- 

ers without prejudice or bias. His report 
of their state of mind is far more trust- 
worthy than the reports of senators who are 
making anti-reciprocity speeches. They 
gay that the prairies are aflame with indig- 
pation. President Wheeler saw no signs 
of any conflagration. He says opposition 
te reciprocity bas no formulated shape 
among the farmers.” 

The anti-reciprocity senators had better 

to home and talk the matter over with their 
constituents. They would return to Wash- 
ington in a less belligerent mood. 


THE LV MERGER. - 

The merger of the elevated roads has been 
perfected.

SOWING THE WIND. ‘ 


history which has masqueraded as a special 


session of the Illinois legislature offers to 


the people of the state a striking lesson. 

A bill was presented at the instance of 
the chief executive of the state. It wasa 
bill co put into effect not only a party pledge 
but a constitutional provision passed by the 
largest vote ever cast for a constitutional 
amendment in Illinois. It involved a ques- 
tion debated before the people for years, of 
great moment, involving great interests and 
greater principles. 

A minority was opposed to this bill; a 
minority was opposed to any fair considera- 


tion or legislation on the question involved; 


a minority and the speaker. 

The special session became ~ anarchic 
chaos. The speaker rode down opposition 
regardless of parliamentary or any other 
law. A body elected, sworn, and paid to 
deliberate honestly turned itself into a pan- 
demonium. 


So far as are concerned the members of 
the house and the speaker of the house who 
disregarded their duties and joined in law- 
less tactics to defeat not merely legislation 
but even responsible consideration, Tun 
TRIBUNE leaves them to their constituents. 
But there is another factor of this dis- 


graceful situation, the most important fac- 


tor, the influences which, moving under the 
surface of this legislative fiasco, were pri- 
marily, not to say exclusively, responsible 
for it. 

To these influences THe Trisune ad- 
dresses a few remarks. The gist of what 
it has to say is expressed in the title of this 
editorial. Wherever we look in America 
today we see a rising tide of popular feel- 
ing Against organized wealth. Thus far 
that feeling has been moderate as such 
‘feelings go. Yet moderate as it has been, it 
has called forth the alarmed protest of con- 
servatism, of men of property, of corpora- 
tion officials. Solemn warnings are uttered 
at banquets and conventions against tam- 
pering with the sacred handiwork of the 
fathers, against interfering with business, 
against encouraging the demagogue, against 
radical legislation. 

. Tue Taunus invites the attention of the 
class which gives. vent to such protests and 
which has, indeed, most to lose by social 
and political upheavals, to the special ses- 
sion of the legislature of Illinois, to the sen- 
ate investigation of Mr. William Lorimer, 
to evidences malodorous and unmistakable 
in many places in this republic, that politics 
and a certain kind of business are inter- 
woven Ii an alliance which strangles repre- 
sentative government. 

it is nonsense to talk of the dangers of a 
direct resort to the people in the election of 
senators and in the passage of vital legisla- 
tion when we. have such an insolent distor- 
tion of the representative system before us. 
Lorimerism has almost destroyed decent 
politics in this state—Lorimerism, the alli- 

ance of big business, a privilege, 
and grafting politics. 

This alliance will not be tolerated by the 
American people. But unless the managers 
and directors of great corporations and 
business interests realize this and fill up 
their subterranean connections with the po-

THE OVERWORKED HOUSEWIFE. 
Tlie bitter cry of the overworked > Chi- 
cago housewife is heard. She asks why the 
lawmakers who have given other women the 
ten hour day, cannot give it to her also. 
Her life is one round of dreary drudgery, 
Her day’s work begins before the summer 
sun rises and does not end until long after 
it sets. She cooks, sews, scrubs, darns, 
mends, scours, and minds the children. One 
laborious duty treads on the heels of an- 
other. There is no time for rest or recrea- 
tion—nothing but work, work, work.“ 
The husband comes home when his few 
hours of toil are over. He has had his lunch 
hour. He has stopped on the street corners 
to chat with friends. He may have slipped 
off to see the end of a ball game. But he 
says he has had an exhausting day, is tired 
out, and should not be asked to do any- 
thing about the house. He says that he 
has been out in the heat or the cold slay- 
ing for her, while she has been attending to 
her light, congenial domestic duties. 
There are some things the aggrieved 
housewife overlooks. The work of some 
of the women who are protected by the ten 
‘hour law is more monotonous and ¥eary- 
ing than hers. If she had to paste labels 
on cans at lightning speed she might pre- 
ter the diversity of household work. Though 
the husband’s work may take less time 
than hers, it may be more intense. He may

MR. HINES EMBARRASSES 
HIMSELF. 

Mr. Edward Hines, testifying before he 
senate subcommittee, said that Mr. Clarence 
S. Funk had been an enemy of William Lori- 
mer, and that his antagonism had been such 
that Mr. Lorimer wished to be excused from 
the embarrassment of meeting Mr. Funk 
personally. 

Mr. Funk, in Mr. Hines’ narrative, was 
recorded as seeking an introduction and Mr. 
Lorimer as consenting to it reluctantly, and 
only because Mr. Hines had promised that 
he would bring about a meeting of the two. 
For business and personal reasons, so 
said Mr. Hines, Mr. Funk and the corpora- 
tion of ‘which he is general manager were 
hostile to Mr. Lorimer, and in that hostility, 
it was intimated, the senators might find a 
motive for Mr. Funk’s * ot the request 
for $10,000. 

This part of Mr. Hines’ testimony should 
be kept in mind. Several hours after he had 
described the long and bitter hostility of Mr. 
Funk the witness related another incident. 
He said that Mr. Funk songht him out in 
the Union League club, suggested that Mr. 
Lorimer had been under heavy expense in 
securing his election to the United States 
senate, and that he should not be allowed to 
stand it alone. Mr. Funk, according to Mr. 
Hines, expressed his desire to be allowed to 
contribute on behalf of his corpofation to 
this fund. 

Mr. Hines may not havé considered his 
two statements carefully. A bitter enemy 
of Mr. Lorimer—one who would not hesi- 
tate to make use of such a story as he told 
the investigators—was so much interested 
in Mr. Lorimer’s election that he wished to 
bear part of ‘whatever expense might have 
been incurred. 

Of course, all this is subject to one sort 
of explanation or other. One sort of ex- 
planatiqn or other probably will be made, 
but persons who are mystified by the con- 
flicting testimony at Washington are likely 
to examine the explanations carefully,

HILE there have been several in- 
stances of mysterious disappear- 
ances of princes of the blood, 
among the most recent being those 
of Archduke John of Austria, who, 
mitsing for twenty years, has just been 
officially declared dead, and the late Land-, 
grave of Hesse, who vanished from his cabin 
during a voyage from Java to Singapore, in 
the most inexplicable männer. there is, eur 
ously enough, only one case in all the long 
history of. monarchy ot a full fledged king 
disappearing in this fashion—namely: Dom 
Sebastian, ruler of Portugal, who was uo 
more seen by his people after the battle of 
Alcazarqutivir un Morocco on Aug. 4. 157 
No trace of his body could be found on the 
battlefield, and all researches by those who 
believed that he had been carried off into 
Moorish captivity’ were in vain. 

Twenty years later—that is to say, in the 
fall of 1598—a man appeared at Venice who 
was recognized by several Portuguese there 
as the missing King Sebastian. They fol- 
lowed him to Padua. But the republic of 
Venice, at the inetance of the Spanish ambas- 
sador, whose sovereign had taken advantage 
of Dom Sebastian's disappearance to obtain 
possession of Portugal, demanded that the 
stranger quit Venetian territory, and when 
he refused to obey he was cast into prison. 
In\course of time he was placed on trial, and 
hisanswers were of so convincing a character 
that the Venetians sen two of their most 
distinguished lawyers to Lisbon to communi- 
cate there the result of their ifvestigation, 
and to bring back to Venice Portuguese of 
rank and note who had been personally ac- 
quainted with Dom Sebastian and would be 
in a position to establish his identity. 


_— 

Five leading Portuguese statesmen and 
nobles and also an eminent Portuguese prel- 
ate were designated for this purpose. On 
their arrival at Venice they at once recog- 
nized him as the missing king. The resem- 
blance was perfect, and if any doubts had 
remained they would have been set at rest 
by the scar of the wound which he had over 
the right eyebrow. by the other deep scar 
which he had of a sword wound on the head, 
by the phenomenal superiority of the length 
of his right hand to that of the left, by a miss- 
ing tooth of the lower jaw, all the remaining 
teeth being perfect, and by the thick lower 
lip peculiar to the Hapsburgs. 

So conclusive was the evidence that the 
Venetian government found no alternative 
but to set at liberty Dom Sebastian, who 
explained that he had been taken prisoner 
at the battle of Alcazarquivir, that he had 
long been detained in captivity and treated 
as a slave by natives apparently ignorant of 
his rank, and that after a number of years 
he had succeeded in effecting his escape and, 
wandering along the north coast of Africa, 
had eventually reached Sichy and thence 
Venice. 

After being released by the Venetians he 
made his way with a number. of hig Portu- 
guese followers to Florence, where he was 
again arrested, this time by the Grand Duke 
of Tuscany, who in deference to urgent re- 
quests from Philip II. of. Spain turned him 
over to the Spanish viceroy of Naples. The 
latter, a Count Larmos, had him imprisoned 
for a time in the Castell del l'Ovo and has 
left documentary evidence to show that he 
himself had become convinced from his 
conversations with his captive that he was 
really the missing king of Portugal. 

Some time afterwards, in obedience to per- 
emptory instructions from Madrid, he em- 
barked Dom Sebastian, under a strong guard, 
on board a warship bound from Naples to 
Barcelona. The ship never reached its des- 
tination. It vanished en route as mysteri- 
ously as the Santa Margherita of Archduke 
John of Austria twenty years ago while on 
its way around Cape Horn from Montevideo 
to Valparaiso, and, as in the later instance. 
no trace was ever found afterwards of its 
officers, its crew, of the troops on board, or 
of its distinguished prisoner, King Sebastian 
of Portugal, whose romantic history has 
furnished the theme of a number of poems, 
novels, and plays, notably by Dryden.

It is a wonder that the late King Leopold 
of Belgium did not disappear in the same 
fashion instead of dying unromantically at 
Laeken, near Brussels, the closing days of 
his reign being disgraced by the most sordid 
and unsavory scandals. These scandals 


P blinded people at home and abroad to his 


good qualities, and, above all. to the benefits 
that he had conferred upon his country, and 
it would have been far bett for his reputa- 
tion had he never returned from one of those 
foolhardy expeditions which he was wont 
to take into the interior of Morocco. 

Leopold would land from his yacht on some 
point of the Moorish coast, and, accompanied 
by only three or four companions. would be 
lost, not merely for days, but in some in- 
stances for weeks together in the interior. 
and the officers of the yacht, aware of the 
lawlessness prevailing in Morocco, never 
knew, when the king left them, whether they 
were ever going to see him again! For then, 
as today, people in the interior of Morocco 
were mainly engaged in brigandage, and the 
population of the coast in piracy. 

On one occasion Leopold was missing for 
several weeks together, during the course of 
which a ministerial crisis broke out at Brus. 

sels, and it was not until eighteen days 
after the cabinet had announced its decision 
to resign that they were able to get into touch 
with the king in order to induce him to turn 
to his capital to accept their portfolios os and 
to “appoint their successors. 

‘King Richard of England, Cour de Lion, 
was lost in Austria for a number of years on 
his way home from the Holy Land, the castle 
in which he was held in secret captivity by 
Duke Leopold of Austria, with whom he had 
quarreled in Palestine, being finally discov- 
ered by Richard’s celebrated troubadour, 


PBiondel, whereupon the Duke was forced by 


the German emperor to restore Richard to 
liberty and to allow him to proceed on his 
way to England.

Princess Clothilde’s death at Moncalieri

the republic in September, 1870, after the ar- 
rival of the news of the disaster to French 
arms at Sedan. Whereas Eugenie fied secret- 
ly, disguised, fearing the fate of Queen Marie 
Antoinette, her escape being managed by her 
Americah dentist, the late Dr. Thomas Evans. 
Clothilde, when she learned of the downfall 
of the empire, ordered out her state carriage 
with its four horses, postilions, and outriders, 
and, accompanied by her daughter and her 
two boys, none of them over 10 years of age. 
she drove in this open equipage through the 
streets of Paris to the terminps of the Lyons 
rallroad at the other end of the metropolis, 
traversing on her way the St. Antotne quar- 
ter, densely populated by the working classes, 
and always renowned for ita hostility to the 
imperial régime,
